HONEYING UP THE COURTS 
Praise or criticism of judges or courts 


as tfieir decisions have pleased or disap- 
pointed certain organizations, has be- 
come more in vogue since prohibition. 
But the efficacy or propriety of much of 
this sort of expression is very doubtful. 
' What shall be said of the action of the 


Lillian Stevens W. C. T. U. in passing- a 


" resolution at Milwaukee recently ex- 


pressing appreciation "of the fearless and 
most efficient service" Judge Geiger of 
the federal court has rendered and ad- j 
vising the judge that ''h is most gratify- | 
ing to hear expressions throughout the j 
state, as well as locally, regarding your 


' being "free from resorting to subterfuge, 


chicanery or any other trickery to weak- 
en enforcement of the law entrusted to 
your charge." Certainly the resolution is 


. most unfortunately worded. Xo one can 


doubt that it has direct reference to ac- 
tions under the Volstead act and it con- 
tains a sort of covert threat that if the 
judge had not disposed of cases in the 
manner in which he may have disposed 
of them he would be subjected to the 
charge of "subterfuge, chicanery or some 
other trickery." 


T-he ""fearless and efficient" administra- 


tion of justice does not require any such 


" resolutions. Judges, we believe, deplore 


them just as much as condemnatory reso- 
lutions. They have no place and play no 
part in our court system. They are as un- 
desirable as some charges by 
officers 


high in rank in the Anti-Saloon League 
against courts for dismissing some of the 


- cases brought under the Volstead act. 


They expose upon the part of their mak- 


-' ers quite a thorough misunderstanding of 


our judicial system.

Perhaps no two cases presented 
in 


" court are identical. The facts upon which 
: judges must pass judgment are -seldom 


the same. The laws, and the regulations of 
various departments entrusted with the ! 
making thereof, are constantly changing I 


: and with much more speed than may be j 


beneficial to the country and its people. ' 


" Those who have not personally attended 


throughout a trial, even taking the most 
complete newspaper reports of what 


, transpired, are never in a situation to pass 
- either reasonably or honestly upon the 


results, excepting in the unusual cases 
where .certain outstanding facts are ad- 
mitted or not denied. Despite many ef- 
forts throughout our history the courts 
have resolute3\- refused to become parties 
. to any of the questions concerning our 
government and the making of its laws or 
the policy of their enforcement, which are 
generally 
described as 
political ques- 


tions. 
These questions belong to the 


people and the legislative assemblies. 


The courts keep their hands off and in 
spite of the many and constant efforts to i 
embroil them. 


IMPORTANCE OP FINGERPRINTS 
The identification division of the depart- 
ment of justice has a file of approximate- 
ly 1,000,000 fingerprints of persons ar- 
rested for felonies in the United States 
and Canada, and is receiving between 600 
and 700 new prints a day. A ringle inci- 
dent demonstrates 
the importance of 


these records. 


In St. Louis, following the tornado 


there, the chief of police proposed to ap- 
point a number of temporary policemen. 
He sent to the department of justice the 
fingerprints of 545 men he \vas going to 
appoint Of these ten were found to have 
had previous criminal records. Two had 
been convicted and had^served sentences 
for petit larceny, one for grand larceny, 
one for desertion, one for deselrtion and 
larceny, one for seduction and one for 
burglary. One was wanted for investiga- 
tion. In addition to these the Chief of Po- 
lice of St. Louis reported that their own 
bureau found eleven others, making a 
total of twenty-one persons with criminal 
records who would have been appointed 
to police duty had it not been for the fin- 
gerprint system. 
s 


This is but a single instance, but it ade- 


quately demonstrates the \aiue of the 
fingerprint records.-J. E. Hoo<. cr. director 
of the bureau of investigation, states that 
of the 600 to 700 prints receh <rd daily ap- 
proximately a third belong t-j persons 
with precious criminal record.-. 


That it is possible to file 1.300.000 fin- 


gerprints with any assurance of being 
able to trace and discover any single one 
when needed baffles the conception of the 
lay mind.

line and intricate, and yet !•• all appear- 
ances so similar, that it hardly seems 
humanly possible each print can be clas- 
sified and individualized so that "n can 
be filed away with a million of other.: and 
yet be searched out at will, but that is the 
point of perfection the science has reach- 
ed. 


PRICE CONFLICT ONLY 


Although America now uses about 70 


per cent of the world's rubber and its 
demands are constantly increasing, busi- 
ness having supplanted politics in the di- 
rection of world affairs, our fear of the 
future is not one of armed conflict 
but 


rather 6t a conflict against unhealthy 
prices for the raw materials for which we 
depend upon foreign monopolistic con- 
trol. 


Rubber has been in this category for 


the past five years. Eventually, with the 
normal increase in consumption and the 
finding for new uses for rubber, the world 
must plant more rubber trees, and Amer- 
ica must find its economic independence 
with regard to rubber through its own 
planting. Whether this planting shall be 
in the Philippines. South America or the 
Far east matters but little. 


In any event, it is purely an economic 


question to be determined by other than 
armed conflict.

WISE TO HORKV ABOLT EARACHE 


Mere I said the other day that acute earache, 
otitis media, gathering in the ear, middle ear ab- 
scess, is coming to be mope or less a reflection on 
the intelligence of the sufferer or the sufferer's 
guardians. Only a year or two ago I would ha\e 
let it go at that; but I fear I am growing discreet, 
for I am now constrained to explain that of course 
£ refer to health intelligence, l-nowledge of hygiene. 


A few readers resent my attempts to relegate 


such nonentities as "rheumatism." "nervous exhaus- 
tion" and "your age™ to the museum of meaningless 
myths where they belong. These good friends often 
express the hope that I may one day suffer from 
rheumatism, nervous exhaustion and my age. for 
then I shall learn how to sympathize with folks so 
afflicted. Well, all right, maybe; but meanwhile 1 
reserve the right to continue telling the truth or 
«uch portions of it as circumstances permit. 


Aside from the pain of tarache, which, like most 


acute pains, seems , when you have it, the most ex- 
quisite pain imaginable, it is wise to worry about 
the dangers of middle ear inflammation. Because 
I think it is wise to worry about otitis media, gath- 
ering in the ear. middle ear abscess, inflammation. 
I am going to give some of the morbid details, and 
this is against the rule. 


The danger of rupture or a hole in the ear drum 


is the least of the dangers associated with acute I 
earache, if the drum is promptly punctured or in- 
t-Lsed by the physician, as soon as lie finds anj 
bulging of the drum, this affords immediate relief to 
the pain as well as drainage and safety, and such 
incisions or punctures of the eardrums almost in 
variably heal perfectly. Even if a hole remains J 
doesn't necessarily impair hearing. 


Mastoiditi.s is a more definite danger in inflam 


mation of the middle ear. Within the mastoid pro- 
cess (that bony knob directly behind the ear) there 
are some hollow spaces lined wtih mucous mem- 
brane and these spaces communicate with the middle 
ear cavity. When inflammation or suppuration or 
infection invades these air spaces within the mas- 
toid from the middle ear. the condition is called 
mustoiditis. Nothing so very dreadful about mere 
mastoiditis in itself. Probably there is mastoiditis 
complicating most cases of satherins: in the ear 
when this is permitted to continue for several days 
unrelieved by incision of the ear drum, and espe- 
cially when a very profuse discharge from fie ear 
follows incision or spontaneous rupture (breaking) 
of the drum. But the grave thing about mastoiditis 
is that some of these air spaces or cells in the 
mastoid are separated from the brain cavity by only 
a paper thin wall of bone, and there is always the 
possibility that the infection, pus, germs, may break 
through into the brain membranes and then you 
have meningitis, brain abscess, or septic sinus 
thrombosis. (Xo one will believe me when I say 
how reluctant I am to mention these unpleasant 
and to most of us thank heaven, remote possibili- 
ties).

LEGISLATURE CAUSES 


Carman G. Blough is secretary of the 


board and is the executive officer who 
carries on the board's duties during 
the interim between meetings. Board 
members receive no compensation for 
their work except their expenses when 
the body meets. 


The board secretary and employes 
must be something of a walking in- 
formation bureau. The secretary is 
to be acquainted with the duties of all 
departments. Usually, he and his. 
workers dravsr up the finance bills from 
the recommendation of the senate and1 
assembly committees, so that accuracy 
may be assured in the appropriations. 


To the governonrthe board also has 
Its informatory duties. 
As chief ex- 


ecutive of the state, he is required to 
sign all contracts. To make sure that 
all the contracts will not .exceed or 
defeat the purpose of appropriations, 
the board stand? ready to give him 
any information he may want on these 
matters. 


A yearly duty is the audit of the 
state treasury. University of Wiscon- 
sin, all charitable and penal institu- 
tions, normal schools. Stout Institute. 
Wisconsin Mining school and all boards 
and commission located outside of 
Madison. 


Annually during Jane, each depart- 


ment is required to report the work 
performed by its traveling inspector? 
and employes. 
Then the board de- 


termines whether any of the work be- 
ing done by various departments over- 
laps. In this case, recommendations 
are made to assure the work being 
done efficiently with a lesser number 
of employes.

power to obtain from any department 
any matter It wishes and many sub- 
poena witnesses, providing prnper pen- 
alties if they refuse to testify.
